T h e league is 
nonp artisan, its control being in tin» 
hands of four trustees, one from each of 
th e four g re a t p arties. 
It is a p itv that the holiest farm ers 
» ml laborers w h o w ill be draw u into this 
league—-and th e h ulk of th e m are s in - 
cert— could not devote th e ir energies to 
som e th in g likely to im p rove r a th e r th an 
to a cause th a t w ill surely m ake worse 
th e ir p resent condition. T hey are h o w l­ 
ing against high rates of interest, but 
are unnecessarily increasin g those rates 
by th re a te n in g to rep ud ia te h a lf of th eir 
debts, thereby increasing th e risk of 
loan ing m on ey in th eir state. They have 
ho t to look across into M exico or to 
glance at any of the o th er fre e silv« r 
co un tries of th e w orld to m a ke certain 
th a t free coinage is not a p an acea a n d 
th a t farm ers and laborers are usually 
w orse off in those co un tries th a n in gold 
sta n d a rd countries.

O ur 
farm ers and w o rkin g m en 
are 
barkin g up the w rong tree w hen they 
are looking for th eir op p ressors in the 
bra n d ie s of th e money tree. 
T h e in jus ­ 
tice, if any, due to a slig h t dep reciation 
or ap p reciatio n of gold is infinitesim al 
as co m p ared w ith th e in justice from 
o ther causes. T h a t this i s t r u e is evident 
from th e very n a ture of things.

1« but a m ed ium or tool of exchange. 
Exchange im p lies p roduction, tra n sp o r­ 
tation, distributio n . 
It is in th e p ro c­

Dr. 1 lurdia shortly after this called 
upon Father Dixon and related minute 
ly his conversation with General An 
d irsen 
He has later written out In 
detail, for publication in the 
“ Recol­ 
lections of the Piono»-r* of Leo County,” 
a lengthy article which gives an Inter­ 
esting account of his visit to General 
Ambuson, and further confirms 
the 
statement of 
Father 
Dixon 
that he 
gave to Dr. 
Harshu. 
Of Davis and 
Anderson having been sent from Fort 
Snelllng, by General Scott, to muster 
in the troops at Dixon. 
I quote from 
his article as follows: 


“ B e i n g in Now 
York City shortly 
after t he evacuation of Fort Sumter, I 
related, one evening, at the supper- 
table of Mr. Black, of the firm of Ball, 
Black A Go., the then noted jewelers, 
the above facts as they had been told 
me by Mr. Dixon. 
William Black, a 
sou of Mr. Black, remarked on hearing 
me, that Captain, now General Ander­ 
son, was living in the city, and If I 
wished would take me to see him, as 
he was acquainted with the General 
and 
we could ascertain 
whether lie 
would confirm Mr. Dixon's statement. 
Gladly assenting to Mr. Black's pro­ 
posal, I fixed upon the next evening to 
make a call. 
During the afternoon of 
the next day I w as In the book-store of 
R >bort 
Carter 
A 
Brow , 
and 
re­ 
lated to Robert C arter the facts as 
above given, touching Lincoln, Davis 
and Anderson, and told him I expected 
to call on General Anderson that even­ 
ing for a confirmation of Mr. Dixon'» 
statement. 
Ju st as I had finished my 
rem arks to Mr, Carter, a gentleman, 
who had been standing with his back 
to us, looking over the books upon the 
shelve«, turned suddenly, and stepping 
up to u s said 
’T hat is so, sir, for I 
was there myself.’ 
Upon this Mr. C ar­ 
ter introduced me to the gentleman, 
saying, ’ Rev. Dr. G allagher, Mr. Har­ 
sh » .’ 
Dr. 
G allagh er 
proceeded 
‘ Y es,’ he said. ’ i was chaplain at Fort 
SnellIng at the lime, and was sent by 
General Scott with Davis and Ander 
son to Dixon, and when they had mus­ 
tered the troons there into the service 
of the United States, wo went to meet 
General Scott at Rock Island, and 1 
well rein unbor the difficulties wo en­ 
countered in finding our way across 
the trackless prairies.' 
Dr. G a lla g h er 
was a Presbyterian clergyman, and at 
toe time of this interview, was the Hn- 
auoial agent of the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York City. 
The tes­ 
timony was no less unexpected than 
gratifying. 
According to the appoint- 
ui *nt I went that evening and called 
upon General Anderson. 
When I told 
him the object of my visit, and had 
a ked him for his account of what had 
Occurred at Dixon, In* fully confirmed 
Mr 
Dixon’s statement, and 
added: 
‘Alter the fall of Fort Sumter, my ner­ 
vous 
system 
was completely broken 
down, and Mr, Lincoln invited me to 
visit him in Washington. 
1 had not 
met him after our meeting at Dixon, 
until my 
visit to him at the White 
House. 
Here Mr. Lincoln reminded 
me of the Black Hawk days, 
and said 
to me in his kindly, familiar manner: 
‘Anderson, you and Davis administered 
to me at Dixon the first oath 
1 ever 
took to defend the constitution of the 
United States.’

Another incident which will serve to 
substantiate the correctness of 
the 
statement Father Dixon has so often 
made occurred in the summer of I860. 
Some of Mr. Dixon’» old friends be­ 


ing conversant with the part betook in 
tho Black Hawk War. arid knowing be 
had never received any compensation 
for his so rt Ices, considered that he was 
justly entitled to a land warrant from 
the government, and placed the matter 
before Congress 
Col Aldrich, then a 
representative from Minnesota, was in- j 
strum-ntal in getting the bill passed 
by the House of Representatives, but 
for some r< *a-on the bill was delayed in j 
the Senut*- 
Ju d g e Trumbull, 
then 
United States Senator from 
Illinois, 
made inquiry of Mr. Dixon (through ! 
Col. Aldrich) to ascertain who of the 
Other Senators he was acquainted with I 
to whom fi** (Judge Trumbull) could rli­ 
fer, 
Mr. Dixon replied that tie was ao* j 
quaint**»! with Jeffer-on Davis. Senator | 
from 
M i s s i s s i p p i , whom he had met 
and entertained at Dixon when be was J 
a young lieutenant In the Black Hawk j 
War. 
When Ju dge Trumbull called up the 
matter again he asked tho attention of j 
Sen a'or Davis and quoted Mr. Dixon'»! 
words 
Mr. Davis rose from hi* »eat j 
and corroborated fully Mr, 
Dixon’s 
statement and further «aid that 'it 
gave him great pleasure to nerve hi* 
old friend, Major Dixon,” and through j 
his request the fell 
passed without j 
longer delay. 
Ju d g e T rum bull'«letter 
of Ju n e 6, INiio, which 1 have before 
me, reads: 
“ Tin* Sen ate has 
just 
passed the bill for 
Relief of John 
Dixon." 
It will be noted from this circum­ 
stance that the recollections of the 
Black Hawk W ar hud notquite fadded 
from Jefferson Davis in tho twenty- 
eight years which had elapse»! at this 
time. 
But to add more evidence let u» 
quote what happened at a reunion of 
tfu* ol»i settlers of W immbago county, 
held at Rockford, 
Ills., 
a few year** 
ago: 
Jefforson Davis had been invited 
to ad dre ss them, and in bis reply of a c ­ 
ceptance said: 
“ ft would give him 
great pleasure to address t he old set­ 
tlers, as h<* 
bad 
not been In that 
locality »inee the Black Hawk W ar.” 
Mr. Davis here again clings to the 
idea that ho served in that war. 
His­ 
torians will please note that the rav­ 
ages of time bad not dimmed ids mem­ 
ory in ! In* least. 
But, to s*'t at r»*«l all doubts and not 
trust to “ tradition which placed him 
there, ' (as Miss Tarlietl expresses it.) 
and to show that historians she quotes 
are all at sea in their conclusions,

General Jones, although greatly ad ­ 
vanced in years, has a 
wonderfully 
clear memory of events, and is p repar­ 
ing a work for publication. It is hoped 
ho may touch upon matter, relating to 
tho Black 
Hawk 
War. 
“ Dixon's 
F erry ," in those eventful days, was the 
assem bling place for tho troops, and 
her*» they were mustered into the U. 
8. service; hero was the arm y's base of 
supplies, 
where a block house was 
built for the «»Ulcers quarters, and ad- j 
ditional ones for the storage of touts : 
ami «munition and commissary «tores. * 
The army surgeon had his quarters in ! 
a roomdn Father Dixon’s house, where! 
all the officers 
were accustomed to ' 
meet and where they 
wore frequently ! 
entertained at Mr. Dixon’s hospitable 
table. 
Father Dixon and Col. Dement were 
equally prominent and active partici­ 
pants in tin* war, the former as con­ 
tractor to furnish the supply of beef 
for the army, and in addition serving 
as guide to tho army.
